Value of Sea Lettuce. 

The so-called sea lettuce ttilva latis- I 
sima) grows luxuriously in the shallow - 
parts of Belfast harbor, where the wa- ! 
ter is almost constantly polluted by 
sewage, and often drifts ashore in j 
thick layers, where it rots during the 
summer and autumn and becomes a se- I 
rious nuisance. The decomposition is 
so like animal putrefaction that inves¬ 
tigations were begun by Frof. Letts. 
It was found that the dry weed con- I 
tains as much ns 0.2 per cent of nitro¬ 
gen, corresponding to !!8 per cent of al¬ 
buminoids, which is very high for a 
plant. Bringing the lettuce, before ■ 
and after its fronds had developed, in 
contact with polluted sea water, it was 
observed that the nitrogenous matter 
—-ammonia and nitrates contained, in 
sewage—was absorbed from the s a 
water to which it was added in five 
hours. The sen lettuce would tints ap¬ 
pear to be capable of acting as a 
scavenger. There are other seaweeds 
and fresh water plants, including an 
algo, capable of absorbing ammonia, : 
and it was hence suggested that these 
weeds might be utilized as purifying 
agents, either alone or foV a final treaL 
meut of the effluent from some ordi¬ 
nary sewage process before Hint ef¬ 
fluent is allowed to pass into the riv ; 
era or estuaries.

daylight the peaks 
are so grimly tremendous, so self-suffl- 
j cient, that niau bitterly resents the feel-

It is not the great panoramic view 
from tlie summit that appeals to the 
thousands who climb the high peaks 
i every year. It is simply the game—the 
hand to hand struggle with savage na¬ 
ture. The stories of accidents thrill the 
tourist with horror and make him long 
to stand on (he very spot where some 
shocking disaster occurred. The tales 
of the frightful storms at high alti¬ 
tudes, of the fearful avalanches, of the 
falling rocks, of plunges Into crevasses, 
of laborious cutting of lee steps, of the 
climbing around ledges with only a 
finger and toe hold over a precipice 
from which one can look down thou¬ 
sands of feet, the nights spent on the 


snow on the mountain side, stories of 
i frost bite, of hours of intense toil, these 
things merely spur him on. 

Some of the hair-breadth escapes of 
mountain climbers are almost incredi¬ 
ble. Men have managed to throw them- 
■elves under a sheltering ledge while 
a rock thundered over them. They have 
- lain so for an hour or more, listening 
to the mighty cannonading. 

One awful catastrophe marks thefirat 
ascent of the Matterhorn iu 1865. For 
years the terrible peak had baffled all 
efforts to scale it. Edward Whyinper, 
a noted climber, lead made six unsuc* 
eessful attempts before he succeeded. 
In Ills party were Charles Hudson, th« 
■ most accomplished climber of his time; 
, Lord Francis Douglas, another famous 
climber: a Mr. llndow and three guides 
two Taugwalders and the great Mi¬ 
chael Croz. They reached the summit; 
lint early in the descent Mr. lludow 
became exhausted. Croz had to place 
the young Englishman's feet in the lc« 
steps. He slipped, struck Croz in the 
back, and both fell. The strain on the 
rope dislodged Lord Francis Douglas, 
aml Mr. Hudson was dragged after 
him. Mr. Whyinper and the Taugwal- 
ders braced themselves, and the jerk 
came as on one man. The rope parted 
above old Peter Taugwalder, and the 
four fell from precipice to precipice to 
the Matterhorn glacier below, a perpen¬ 
dicular distance of 4.000 feet. The ter¬ 
ror and horror of the tragedy so par¬ 
alyzed the survivors that they barely 
escaped being frozen to death.”

with is 1 fog. It may happen that oue has a negative which appears very 

satisfactory In all ways but one, and that one defect Is an appearance of ■ 
slight general fog all over the film. 

1 bis may be due to defective light In the dark room, from some stray 

light which has got to the plate while changing when on a joprney, or it : 

may have been caused by a general spreading of light which has got to the 
exposed plnrfe through a steamy lens, as when exposing upon a very bright 
subject in cold, damp weather: again, It may be caused in some such man¬ 
ner when exposing upon a bright cloud, and so the brilliant light illuminates 
the interior of the camera far too much. 

If we prepare a solution of perehloride of Iron 10 grains in an ounce of 
water, and, after soaking our negative In cold water for n few minutes 
until the gelatine feels soft, we pour off the water and flood the plate with 
the Iron solution for about half a minute: after draining we shall probably 
find on examining the negative that the fog lias gone. It is tjien advisable 
to rinse the plate In water and transfer it to n clean fixing hath for tive 
minutes. 

Foggy negatives nre caused by an unsafe light, too much light, decom¬ 
posed developers, contaminated dishes, traces of liypo, over-exposure or 
under-exposure, and too much forcing with alkali. If tlie plate Is fogged, and j 
yet the edges are clean, the plate is most probably over-exposed; too great j 
n density with still, clear shadows means under-exposure. 

When we get circular transparent marks, they are generally caused by 
bubbles In the developer, and especially is this apt to happen with old solu- ' 
tlons. 

Black spots'are often seen produced by dirty dishes. 

In case of metallic or iridescent stains, which are often seen when plates 
are stale or have been kept In a bad atmosphere, perhaps the best plan Is : 
to take a fine rag. and having dipped it in methylated spirit, rub gently with 
the tip of the finger, changing the rag surface as it becomes dissolved. 

When negatives show signs of frilling, it is a good plan to add a little 
Epsom salts to the washing water. If there is any reason to expeot that 
the plate may frill. It may be immersed in a solution of Epsom salts pre¬ 
vious to development. 

Formalin is also very useful for this purpose, and the uses of alum are 
too well known to need enumeration. American Photographer.

A letter was read from the Com¬ 
mercial Record of New York asking 
for the advertisement iu reference to 
letting the contract for the court¬ 
house. The letter was ordered filed. 

McCracken was given further time 
to report iu the matter of the Pesca¬ 
dero and Big Basin road. 

AFTERNOON SESSION. 

The Board reconvened at 1:30 pur¬ 
suant to adjournment. Tho new game 
ordinance that was referred to the 
District Attorney at the morning ses¬ 
sion was taken up and discussed at 
length. At tho suggestion of Debene- 
detti the limit of fifty trout for a 
day’s catch was changed to 100. 

The changes noted in our proceed¬ 
ings of the last meeting relating to 
fish and birds were unchanged. The 
deer close season was fixed between 
the 1st day of October and the 1st 
day of August of each year. Rail 
season begins October 15th and closes 
November 15th. All the other game 
are protected under the provisions of 
the State law. The ordinance was 
adopted on motion of Eikereukottor, 
seconded by McCracken, Debenedetti 
was excused from voting at his own 
request. 

The District Attorney was asked as 
to the preparation of an ordinance 
regulating the burial of Sau Francis¬ 
co’s dead in this county. He said be 
was in doubt ns to what was desired. 
In a conversation with Sail Francis¬ 
co's Health Officer ho was informed 
that the Japanese and Chinese of that 
city are undoubtedly bringing their 
dead into this county without secur¬ 
ing permits from any one.' 

Eikerenkotter said the San Fran¬ 
cisco undertaker who has the contract 
for burying the indigent dead was 
placing several bodies iu each grave. 

The Board decided to pass an ordi¬ 
nance regulating this and to charge a 
fee of |1 for every instrument. Ail 
agent will bo employed to enforce the 
new ordinance. 

On motion of Debenedetti, second¬ 
ed by Eikerenkotter, Supervisor Cole¬ 
man was authorized to have plans 
prepared for a new concrete arch 
bridge on the Crystal Springs road 
near the old tollgate. 

The matter of selecting the new 
Courthouse plans was taken up. Mc¬ 
Evoy suggested that ths architects 
present be invited to further advise 
the Board. This was done, but all 
declined to address the Board, saying 
that there was no further suggestions 
for them to make. 

John MacBaiu was also called on to 
enlighten the Board , but he also de¬ 
clined to talk for the reason ho was a 
friend of all the architects and did 
not want to influence tho Board iu 
any way. 

On motion of McEvoy, seconded by 
Eikerenkotter, the Board proceeded 
to ballot. 

The vote resulted as follows: Dodge 
& Dolliver, 3; O’Brien & Werner, 1; 
Curtis Tobey, 1. 

Dodge & Dolliver receiving . the 
greatest number of votes, their plans 
were selected. As a second choice, 
Martens & Coffey’s plans were select¬ 
ed, Curtis Tobey received third place, 
O’Brien & Werner fourth and Mr. 
Wilcox fifth. 

The Board then adjourned until 
Wednesday to pass the necessary res¬ 
olutions required to proceed with the 
work of the building.
